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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penistone 
Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1909,  I  beg  at  the 
same  time  to  express  my  regret  that  the  Report  has  been  so  long 
delayed. 

DEATH-RATE. 

There  is  again  a  very  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  death-rate  to 
record.  For  1908  the  rate  was  ii  per  thousand,  while  for  1909  it 
was  lo.i.  The  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  13.3,  and 
only  on  one  occasion  has  the  ra  e  been  lower  during  that  period, 
namely  9.6  in  1903. 


The  number  of  deaths  which  actually  took  place  within  the 
district  was  35.  To  th  is,  however,  one  death  of  a  resident  which 
took  place  outside  the  district  in  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  has  to  be 
added,  to  give  the  total  on  which  the  rate  is  calculated.  Taking 
the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  19C9  as  3,550,  this  gives  a 
death-rate  of  10. i  per  thousand.  The  average  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  was  14.5. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  was  36,  7  of  which  took 
place  under  five  years  of  age.  Two  of  these  were  infants  under  one 
year — 7  and  ii  months  respectively. 

Of  the  total  deaths  2  were  due  to  Diphtheria,  2  to  Pulmonary 
Consumption,  6  to  Cancer,  10  to  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  other 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  4  to  Heart  Diseases,  and  i  to 
Accident.  The  remaining  ir  deaths  were  ascribed  to  causes  not 
mentioned  above. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  Infantile  death-rate  is  specially 
worthy  of  notice.  It  had  steadily  increased  from  go  per  thousand 
births  registered  in  1906  to  135  per  thousand  in  1908.  The  rate  for 
1909  was  20.8.  Within  the  last  ten  years  there  has  been  nothing 
approaching  this  nearer  than  67.9  in  1901.  The  average  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  116,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1909 — the  lowest  ever  recorded — was  109. 

There  were  only  2  deaths  under  one  year — i  from  Syphilis  at 
7  months  and  i  from  Tuberculosis  at  ii  months.  As  the  number  of 
births  was  96,  this  gives  the  Infant  death-rate  per  thousand  births  as 
20.8,  a  very  highly  satisfactory  return,  and  one  which  I  am  not  aware 
can  be  excelled  by  any  township  of  an  equal  population. 

Four  inquests  were  held.  The  causes  of  death  in  the  respective 
cases  were  Appendicitis,  Epilepsy,  Broncho-pneumonia,  and  Acci¬ 
dental  Death. 


There  were  no  deaths  of  illegitimate  children,  and  no  uncertified 
deaths. 


BIRTH-RATE. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  this  rate  for  the  year.  In  1908  the  rate 
was  33  per  thousand,  while  for  1909  it  had  dropped  to  27.1.  The 
average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  30,  and  the  average 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1909  was  25.6. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  reported  was  18, 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  number  for  the  preceding  year,  which  was 
16.  The  cases  notified  were  8  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  2  deaths, 
7  cases  of  Erysipelas,  and  3  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  sent  from  Penistone  to  the  Stanhope 
Isolation  Hospital  was  8  : — 6  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  2  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  The  two  fatal  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  patients 
treated  at  home. 

As  usual  a  considerable  number  of  specimens  were  forwarded  to 
the  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  for  examination.  In  cases  of  suspected 
Tuberculosis,  Enteric  Fever,  and  Diphtheria,  the  reports  on  these 
specimens  have  been  received  with  the  greatest  promptitude,  and 
whether  positive  or  negative,  have  proved  very  valuable  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  precise  nature  of  a  suspicious  case.  Reports  on  specimens 
from  patients  apparently  quite  recovered  from  Diphtheria  are 
specially  valuable,  as  many  of  these  cases  are  still  capable  of  trans¬ 
mitting  the  disease. 

MEASLES  AND  SCHOOL  CLOSURE. 

During  September  a  sharp  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred.  Four 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  one  fatal,  were  also  notified  about  the  same 
time.  The  head  teachers  in  each  of  the  various  schools  were  good 


enough  to  supply  me  with  information  as  to  the  number  of  absentees, 
and  it  was  found  advisable  to  close  the  schools  for  a  fortnight.  This 
period  had  to  be  extended  for  another  14  days.  At  the  time  of 
closure  there  were  : — 

At  St.  John  Baptist’s  Upper  School,  50  absent  out  of  290.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  obtained  from  Mossley  Farm  has  proved  a  most 
important  addition  to  the  Water  Supply  of  the  township,  as  well  as 
a  very  valuable  asset.  A  constant  supply  of  good  water  has  been 
available,  and  it  has  been  found  unnecessary  to  use  the  supplementary 
borehole  at  New  Cross  Quarry. 

The  average  quantity  of  water  from  the  pumping  station  at 
Thurlstone  amounted  to  229,000  gallons  per  day.  Of  this,  97,000 
gallons  per  day  were  sent  to  Barton.  The  amount  supplied  to  the 
Great  Central  Rly.  Co.  was  107,000  gallons  ;  the  Thurlstone  meter 
registering  29,000  gallons  and  Racecommon  78,000  gallons  per  day. 

As  a  result  of  the  New  Cross  Quarry  pumping  station  being 
disused,  the  houses  at  Cubley  are  again  without  an  adequate  supply. 
A  special  report  on  this  matter,  with  suggestions,  was  made  to  you 
on  Oct.  4th. 


SEWERAGE. 

No  marked  development  in  the  Sewerage  scheme  took  place 
during  1909.  Of  the  44  nuisances  reported  during  the  year,  39  were 
abated.  26  new  closets  were  constructed,  and  4  reconstructed,  being 
replaced  by  5  W.C.’s. 

There  are  in  the  township  746  dwelllnghouses,  with  517  closets, 
346  covered  privy  middens,  5  open  privy  middens,  78  W.C.’s, 


II  Duckett  W.C.’s,  anJ  6  on  the  pail  system.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  Council  to  have  the  open  P.M.’s  covered,  and  the  ordinary 
closets  replaced  by  W.C.’s  as  opportunity  arises.  Water  supply  for 
the  purpose  now  appears  to  be  ample,  and  the  sooner  the  offensive 
privy  midden  can  be  abolished  the  better. 

Complaints  as  to  the  escape  of  offensive  smells  from  manholes 
have  been  very  frequent. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  as  to  any  nuisance  arising  from 
the  outfall  works,  which  continue  to  act  satisfactorily. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  slaughter  house  of  Mrs.  Ed.  Wood  is  in  a  thorough  satis¬ 
factory  condition  in  every  respect,  as  to  cleanliness,  light,  air  space, 
and  general  sanitary  requirements.  That  occupied  by  Mr.  Albert 
Robinson  is  also  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  number  of  Workshops  registered  in  the  district  is  7,  com¬ 
prising  I  Bakeshop,  3  Bootmakers,  and  3  Non-textile  Factories.  Of 
the  Non-textile  Factories,  the  Printing  Works  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Wood 
continue  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  Act  as  to  ventilation, 
air  space,  protection  of  machinery,  and  the  posting  of  the  necessary 
notices. 

In  the  Rugmaking  Factory  of  Messrs.  Whiteley  Bros.,  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  as  to  lighting,  ventilation,  air  space,  and 
sanitary  arrangements  are  complied  with.  A  special  visit  was  paid 
to  this  factory  with  reference  to  provision  for  escape  in  case  of  lire. 
This  was  found  to  be  quite  adequate. 

In  the  Non-textile  Factory  of  Messrs.  Dobson  &  Nall,  Mineral 
Water  Case  Manufacturers,  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  fulfilled 
in  every  respect. 


The  Bootmaking  Establishments  of  Messrs.  Hudson  &  Birks,  of 
Market  Street  ;  Mr.  B.  T.  Hinchliffe,  of  Bridge  Street ;  and  Mr. 
Senior,  of  Spring  Vale,  are  all  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Bakeshop  of  Misses  A.  &  H.  Wood,  Market  Street,  is  in 
excellent  order  in  every  respect.
